The Duke o f Orleans Defies the Edict of 
His Banishment and Is Arrested— 
Foreign News.

In former 
years suoh a condition of affairs was im­ 
possible. The standard of morality is 
declining, and the social tone is corres­ 
pondingly lowered.

Where are we driving 
when, among people with social position 
a min woos a maiden and, having won 
her consent, tells her that he oannot 
marry her until he has forced his wife 
into obtaining a divorce from him ?

There ii a great need of a uniform di­ 
vorce law in this country. 
There are 
thousands of very loose divorcee in 
nearly all the states of the Union. There 
are too many statutory grounds on which 
divorces can be granted; The rules of 
practice io nearly ail the com ti having 
jurisdiction ct divorce questions, are 
verv lax and imperfect. In all those 
there should be a reformation. 
But Miss Lee goes too far in ber con­ 
clusions. She went) to enforce the rad­ 
ical remedy cf no divorce under every 
oironmstsnce* The habitual drunken­ 
ness of a husband, bis constant brutal1 
treatment of his wife, his willful neglect 
ti support ber, and his gross infidelityt 
which make life a wretched harden to 
an innocent and helpless wife, are no 
reasons, according to Miss Lee, why the 
wit* should seek a release from him. 
It 
is always better to exercise manly and 
womanly common sense ia tho disous- 
cusslon of all each question. There 
are both rations! grounds and soda 
necewitiea for divorce. It was the jadg-i 
ment of Him who never erred on any 
question concerning the welfare of ha­ 
unt ity, that divorce should be granted 
tor a certain cxnee. Shall the highest 
authorities ever eat ib ii shod on earth, be 
disregarded, and the judgment of Mar 
garet Lee taken instead ? 
We fear Mise Lee is a pessimist Bho 
seems to look on the dark side of things. 
There is even a bright tide to a divorce

When Mrs. 
Ooppiuger, the eldest 
daughter [of Mr. DU ins, died the other 
day, attention was called to the strange 
history of the old mansion in whioh the 
Blaine family lite. It is the old Seward 
house, a plain red brisk, and those read­ 
ers c f the Octette who have been in 
Washington will remember to have seen 
it on Lafayette square, and noted the 
spot in front of it where Philip Barton 
Key .received the ballets from the piitol 
of General Daniel E. Bi okie'. 
It is said that gossip was pretty buy 
with it I oonjeotores when Mr. Blaine 
moved into the old houe. Why ? Be­ 
cause of the it range history connected 
with the place. The mansion, aa it if 
exiled, butin faoPtt is a vary plain 
houe, was built before the war. At one 
time, J. O. Spencer, secretary of war un­ 
der Brei idem Tyler, occupied the houe, 
and it was daring bis residence there 
that his son was hanged ok board cf bis 
ship fur alleged mali ny. Daring the 
Buoh&i an administration the house was 
ocsui iid by Philip Barton Key, attorney 
of the district of Columbia, and ion of 
Francis Scott Key, tu t hor cf the “ Star 
Spangled Banner ” 
Family trouble# 
caused General Sick I r, who was then a 
democratic member of congrats from 
Brooklyn to put two bullets io:o Jxey’s 
body one mumicg in February, 1858, and 
he fell mortally wounded in front of the 
house. 
Secretary Seward moved into the 
house during the war, and it was in this 
o’d mansion that be and bis eon Freder­ 
ick came near being murdered by a pow- 
i rful dagger in the hands of Lewis Payne 
on the night of the shooting of Lincoln, 
Payne being one cf the conspirators in 
the assassination. 
When W. W. Belknap was secretary 
of war under Grant, he occupied this 
ill-fated house. It is near the depart­ 
ments of stats and war, and therefore is 
conveniently located. General Belknap 
bad not been theta long before his wife 
died. He soon moved oat, and nobody 
wanting it for a borne, the government 
rented it for sn cffiee. When Mr. Blame 
beoame secretary last year, be leased the 
mansion and in it bis eldest son and his 
eldest daughter have disd in lees than 
ten mouths aft sr be began Lying in it. 
Verily, the old mansion bas become a 
tomb, and i*s ascot istions are stranger 
than those connected with any houe in 
the oonntry. 


When Mr. Horr, of Michigan, lectured 
in Janeeville three weeks ago he made 
the statement that Everett's oration at 
Gettysburg was “lost in the air," while 
Liuoolu'e two minutes'speech was “soar­ 
ing on the wings of immortality.” 
In 
the Century there is a little note of inter­ 
est bearing on this subject whioh is well 
worth reproducing in the Gasette: 
On the day after the dedication Ed­ 
ward Everett wrote to the president: 
'Permit me . . 
. 
to express my 
greet admiration c f 
the 
thoughts 
expressed by 
you 
with suoh elo­ 
quent 
simplicity 
and 
appropriate­ 
ness 
at the consecration 
of 
the 
cemetery. 
I should be glad if I oould 
Hatter myself that I came aa near to the 
central idea cf the occasion, in two hours, 
as you did in two minutes.” Mr. L u 
coin replied* "Your kind note of to­ 
day is received. In oar respective parts 
yesterday, yon eoald not have been ex­ 
cused to make a short address, nor I a 
long one. I am pleased lo know that in 
you judgment the little I did say was 
not entirely a failure. Of oourse I knew 
that 
Mr. 
Everett would 
not tail; 
and yet while the whole discourse 
was eminently sa Ur factory, ani wilt be 
ot areal value, there were passages in it 
wbioh transcended my expectations. The 
point made agaiut the theory of the 
general 
government 
being only an 
agenoy, whose principals are the states, 
was new to me, and, as I think, is one of 
the best arguments for the national su­ 
premacy. The tribute to our noble wo­ 
men for their angel inioisterings ta the 
Buffering soldiers surpasses in i t i way, as 
do the subjects cf it, whatever bis gone 
befire. 
Ralph Waldo Emersor, regarded the 
oration cf Everett one of the moat elo­ 
quent of the century. Of oonrse it will 
live as all great orations live —in libraries 
—bat Lincoln's will be cherished in the 
memory for generations to come. 


From Bt. Paul there comas a di ipatch 
whioh says that “next Tuesday is the 
day set for closing thoee saloons wbioh 
have not paid the $4,000 license and li­ 
cense Inspector Nugent says the havoc 
will be the greatest in the city's history. 
Therere will be at least GO and probably 
IOO saloons whioh will pull down their 
Olinda and <,quit business. Last year 
386 licenses were issued, bat ap to data 
only 200 have been taken out and there 
are bat 40 or 50 applicants yet to be not­ 
ed on. In the past two years the brew­ 
ing companies have secured licenses for 
alarge number of saloons, but they 
have been heavy losers and have con­ 
cluded lo atop this style of increasing 
their business.” 


P a r is, Fob. 8.—By prompt action the 
government has nipped in the bud what 
was apparently intended to be a royalist 
coup d'etat, modeled after Louis Napo­ 
leon’s mad descent upon Boulogne, and 
the only consequence is that tho Duke 
of Orleans, eldest son of the Count of 
Paris, is In custody. 
Tho Duke arrived 
in Paris Friday bearing a letter signed 
by the 
Count of Paris 
announcing 
to the faithful and all others the Count’s 
renunciation of all claim to the throne 
of France. 
Ho also had with him a 
manifesto addressed to the people of 
France. 
Nominally, and according to 
the theory of pretenders, a pretender is 
always a King, and therefore the Count 
of Paris abdicates the throne ho never 
possessed. 
He consequently abdicates 
his claims as a pretender, and in virtue 
of this abdication all his claims, rights, 
and titles descend to his eldest son, the 
gentleman now In the hands of the au­ 
thorities, Philippe Louis Robert, Duke of 
Orleans. 
Tho gentleman, therefore, is 
not merely one of many vagrant princes, 
but the actual pretender to the throne 
In virtue of his claims as tho heir of 
Louis Philippe and also as the heir of 
the old Bourbon line. 
His coming into 
the country in violation of the law ban­ 
ishing all the heads and direct heirs of 
reigning families, is a rash escapade. 
even if it stands alone. 
Tho fact that 
he was equipped with an appeal to the 
nation shows his intentions and may 
make the escapade serious for him. 
If it should be developed th at this 
movement is made in virtue of an under­ 
standing with the partisans of the mon­ 
archy in France it may be more than a 
mere violation of the law of expulsion. 
There is some reason to believe th at the 
movement is made in concert with the 
more determined opponents of the re­ 
public, as the Duke repaired immediate­ 
ly to house of the Duke of Luyres, the 
present head of a family! th at has al­ 
ways adhered uncompromisingly to the 
old 
monarchy. 
In 
th at 
house 
the yonng gentleman 
was 
King of 
France 
in 
theory—the 
descendant 
of 
Henry 
IV ., 
and 
not 
merely 
the descendant of 
Louis Phillippe. 
On the day before Feb. fi the Duke of 
Orleans attained the age of 21. for he 
was born on Feb. 6, 1869. 
T he abdica­ 
tion of his father, the manifesto, and 
tho 
movement 
were 
all apparently 
planned with regard to th at date and in 
order to electrify France with the de­ 
monstration th at the fortunes of the 
monarchy were now in new hands; th at 
tho crown now belonged on the head of 
a chevalier who would dare someehing 
for it and not fold his hands iu a quiet 
corner like another Chambord. 
The government was not caught nap­ 
ping, however. 
I t was promptly in­ 
formed of tho presence of the Duke in 
Paris, and of his whereabouts. 
Tho 
Duko was in Franco in violation 'of the 
law rn ado purposely for excluding his 
father and himself as enemies of tho 
republic. 
Therefore th o ' Duke 
of 
Orleans was at once arrested at the 
house of the Duke of Luyres. 
He was 
taken to the prefecture of police, where 
his identity was fixed beyond all doubt, 
and where process verbal of his violation 
of the law of banishm ent was drawn up. 
Ho 
was then detained at the con- 
cicrgerie. 
In the afternoon he was arraigned be­ 
fore the military authorities at tho cen­ 
tral bureau. 
In response to the inquiry 
as to tho objects and purposes of his 
visit to France, ho said that, having at­ 
tained his majority, ho had come to 
France to placo himself at the disposal 
of the m ilitary authorities. 
This dash 
of audacity is regarded as a very happy 
stroke, and is sure to make friends 
for 
him, 
for 
a 
gallant 
French 
boy who wants to tako his chanco for 
conscription is a somewhat unusual and 
captivating figure to appear in the daily 
news. 
B ut this did not touch tho sensi­ 
bilities of the hard-hearted authorities, 
and M. Constance, the m inister of the 
interior, ordered th at the Duke be held 
in custody. 
F urther disposition of the 
base of course depends whether it Is dis­ 
covered th a t there was any plot for a 
general royalist movement behind this 
incident. 


Important Public Duties May Divert 
Mind from His Loss. 
N ew Y o rk , Feb. 8.—Mr. Isaac S. Cat­ 
lin, accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. Rob­ 
ert Graves, arrived from Washington. 
In answer to a question as to the possi­ 
bility of Secretary Tracy retiring to pri­ 
vate life because of his bereavement, 
Gen. Catlin replied: 
“There is no probability whatever 
that Secretary Tracy will retire from 
public life. 
Of course, ho is greatly 
shattered, and it will take along tinio to 
bring him around, but he will persevere 
In his life’s work. 
He is not only suffer­ 
ing from mental shock, but the inhala­ 
tion of smoke has affected him physi­ 
cally. 
In tho supremo moment of his 
suffering ho said th at lf he could not go 
on with the work which ho had begun in 
the navy departm ent he could not live. 
Then all his friends, including Presi­ 
dent Harrison, Mr. J. Stranahan, and 
Mr. Jam es Jordan, advised him that 
every consideration demands that he 
stay at his post. 
At a time liko this oc­ 
cupation for his mind will be his salva­ 
tion.” 
The General said that tho matter of 
the final disposition of tho remains of 
Mrs. Tracy and Miss Mary J. Tracy was 
still under consideration, and that the 
final interm ent would be either at Green­ 
wood or Owego, N. Y. 
It will be pri­ 
vate, and without any demonstration 
whatever. 
In reply to a question as to whether 
the Secretary could recall any of his ex­ 
periences during the fire, Gen. Catlin re­ 
plied: 
“ I had an hour’s talk with him 
over the Incidents of the sad event. 
Ile 
told me he had but one lucid interval 
aftet waking from sleep and before los­ 
ing consciousness. 
He saw the smoke 
all around him, and he remembered call­ 
ing out: 
‘My God, we are all lost!’ At 
his next awakening he found the Presi­ 
dent bending over him at Mr. Bancroft 
Davis’ house.” 
Tho General then fee ngly alluded to 
tho great tenderness of President H arri­ 
son and his family toward the dying and | 
tho dead. 
“ I made a blundering at­ 
tem pt myself to nerve up the Secretary, 
I 
which resulted in a way I never con­ 
tem plated,” ho continued. 
“ I heard 
Mrs. 
W ilmerding^ 
daughter 
say 
to 
her 
mother: 
‘Mamma. 
why 
do 
you 
cry. 
It 
is 
true 
that 
grandma and Aunt Mary are gone, but 
we have papa left. 
You must take care 
of him, you know.’ 
I went straight to 
Gen. Tracy and reported to him what 
the child had said. 
He looked at mc 
for an instant and then uttered such a 
cry of anguish as I had never heard. 
The strong man sobbed as if his heart 
would break. 
I begged Gen.' Jordan, 
who had sufferea the loss of his own 
daughter, to try and comfort tho Secre­ 
tary, and he succeeded.”

A Moderate Improvement 
Noted Owing 
to More Seasonable Weather. 
N e w 
Y o rk , Feb. 
8.—B radstreet’s 
“ State of Trade,” says:

g'am s indicate a moderato improvement 
In the movement of general merchan­ 
dise east of the Rocky Mountains, with 
more seasonable w eather and 
conse­ 
quently a moro active demand for staple 
goods. 
Prices of cattlo and hogs gen­ 
erally tend lower on a free movement. 
W heat *s depressed on the Pacific coast 
by free offerings and 
large interior 
stocks. 
Groceries, dry goods and drugs 
are fairly active. 
Iron prices are fairly 
steady on tho belief that the demand will 
Increase at an early date, but anthracite 
coal is barely steady, with no improve­ 
ment in the demand for domestic pur­ 
poses. 
The Industrial situation is at­ 
tracting attention with an increasing 
number of employes on strike and an 
outlook for a strike of considerable pro­ 
portions May I in case a general con­ 
clusion is not modo th at eight hours 
shall constitute a day’s work. 
The 
movement in flour ha9 been dull and 
prices have been shaded. 
Reports of 
available stocks of wheat east of the 
Rocky mountains. United States and 
Canada show 49,691,349 bushels on Feb. 
I. or 4,535,827 bushels less than on 
Jan. I. 
The month's decrease for both 
coasts Is 5,986,961 bushels. Hradstreet*9 
totals with Becrbohm's report of stocks 
in Europe and afloat therefor, Fob. I, 
show a decrease of 9,558,583 bushels 
during January, or 8.3 per cent, and a 
decrease of 13,925,585 bushels compared 
with Feb. I, 1889, or 11.6 per cent. 
Ex­ 
ports of wheat (and flour as wheat) for 
the week from both coasts equal 2,214,- 
917 bushels against 1,613,854 bushels the 
previous week. 
The total shipped July 
I to date is 64,032,698 bushels. Business 
failures reported are declining in num­ 
ber, amounting to 259 in the United 
States for the week, against 286 the pre­ 
vious week and 266 the corresponding 
week last year. 
The total number of 
failures in tho United States since Jan. 
I la 1,877, against 1,871 in 1889.

An Immense Landslide on an Oregon Rail* 
road. 
P o r tla n d , Ore.jJTeb. 8.—Tho flood 
here Is rapidly receding and no further 
damage is feared. 
Both bridges at this 
point withstood tho great strain of logs 
and wreckage, but tho steel structures 
will require careful examination. 
The 
extent of the damage to the Oregon & 
California railroad between Ashland and 
Roseburg is very heavy. Tho route from 
G rant’s Pass to Roseburg is said to be 
one continuation of slides. 
The streams 
all over southern Oregon are reported to 
be as high, if not higher, than in 1861. 
The report reached hero late last night 
from Glcndalo of an immense slide on 
the railroad, half a mile south of West 
Fork, in Cow Creek canon.

Tftiis settlement is widely 
known as the home of some of the 
richest and most influential families of 
gypsydom, among them the Stanleys, 
of whom the present head. Levi, is 
called the King. 
This Levi Stanley is 
a short thick-set man of something 
over seventy years; ho is still strong 
and active, with a ruddy cheek and 
bright eye. 
Much of his time is 
passed with the traveling parties, 
while hi£ eldest son, Levi, Jr., a 
stalwart handsome man of fifty, as­ 
sumes much of tho activo direction of 
Affairs, looking after property, etc. 
Lying scattered about to the north 
yton are many fino farms owned 
em. 
At present most of the 
farms are in the hands of tenants, for 
however near tho gypsy may be to tho 
primeval man, ho has not yet devel­ 
oped a strong liking for tho labor .of 
the primeval occupation. 
The tiaveling and tamping parties 
are the most interesting and pictur­ 
esque features of the gypsy life. These 
ly consist of a single family, tho 
term family meaning the whole blood 
connection.

LATEST NEW S FROM THE SU N . 


A t Times W e Ave Only 00,822,000 Miles 
from His Soler Majesty. 
The earth is nearest tho sun on the 
second day of each year, on which day 
she is only 90,822,000 miles from his 
solar majesty, according to tho Pitts­ 
burg Dispatch. 
In the early part of 
the month the day increases in length 
at the rate of about half a minute 
daily. 
The sun will be eclipsed twice 
during the year 1890, but neither of 
the eclipses will be of much import­ 
ance. The first will bo on Juno 17, 
and will be visible to a certain extent 
in all the continents of the eastern 
hemisphere except Australia; but the 
moon will be so far away* from the 
earth at the time that she will not hide 
the whole disc of the sun, but will for 
certain places of the earth’s surface 
obscure the central part, leaving a 
ring all around, on account of which 
such an eclipse ia called an annular 
eclipse. 
The next solar eclipse will 
be on Dec. 12, and will partake of the 
same nature at the beginning and end, 
but will be total for a small region, 
It will be visible in tho Indian and 
Antarctic oceans and the southern part 
of Australia. 


fhe Possibility of Domesticating a mthei to 
Untamable Bird. 
I recently witnessed a strange, au 
to mo an almost unprecedented, sight 
—viz., a perfectly tame, full-grown 
ruffed grouse, says a writer in Forest 
and Stream. 
It is a Ape, large, male 
bird. I at first, in passing the window 
OU the street, thought it a skilled spec­ 
imen of 
tho taxidermists art. 
stopped, went into the 9tore, and, upon 
inquiring of the proprietor, learned its 
history. It was an acquisition of but a 
few days’ possession. He found it in 
an almost expiring state from starva­ 
tion in an unoccupied house in the 
suburbs of the city. 
You know of the 
wild, frenzied flight of these birds in 
autumn, frequently dashing themselves 
to death against houses or windows 
several have been thus killed in our 
city this season. 
This one seems to 
have dashed through a window of a 
deserted house, and, not boing able to 
find its way out, was almost in articulo 
mortis when picked up. 
With much 
difficulty it was restored. 
A drop of 
water was inserted in its mouth, then a 
bit of grape pulp, and so little by little 
nourished until tho bird now feeds kind­ 
ly and confidently from the hand. 
It 
is almost omnivorous in its tastes— 
takes clover leaves, raw cabbage, 
grape, apple, parched corn, or what is 
known as 
“pop-COrn,” corn, birch 
buds, etc. 
Solitary, silent starvation 
seems to have annihilated tho wild, 
unconquerable instinct 
Tho secret to a door seems here to 
havo been opened to Its possible do­ 
mestication. 
Its kind-hearted posses- 
sbt is already inquiji^g round among 
tho boys for a partner and wife for his 
solitary pet. Some starving, impris­ 
oned bird may yet be found by the far­ 
mer boys beneath the snow-crust after 
some winter storm and allow us to 
carry out this curious experiment to 
domesticate a hitherto deemed incorri­ 
gibly untamable bird.
